er existed.

A(ter  a  sumptuous  repast  tn  the 
palatial  dining  room  of  the  Rodick 
Mouse,  we  hare  decided  to  repair  to 
our  elegant  suite  of  one  room  on  the 
first  floor  t_(rom  the  roof)  10  give  you 
a  few  points  on  liar  Harbor  Irs  cus- 
toms and  chumps. 

Thhr  afternoon,  we  made  a  buck- 
board  excursion  to  the  summit  o( 
Gcecn  Mountain,  the  highest  point  o( 
land  on  Mt  Desert,  and  enjoyed  a 
very  fine  view  therefrom.  We  could 
see  Minot's  light  very  distinctly,  and

tome  glasses,  he  Ihiuks  we  would 
have  had  no  difficulty  in  witnessing 
the  Egyptian  war.

He  took  us  up  stairs 
and  showed  us  an  apartment,  elegant- 
ly furnished  with  a  three  legged  chair 
wa«h  Hand  and  a  (so  called)  bed, 
(I he  last  named  article  being  already 
occupied— by  bugs.)  All  this,  how- 
did  not  discourage  us,  as  we 
thought  we  could  get  along  if  the  (ceil 
was  good,  so  concluded  to  wait  till  af- 
ter dinner.  Of  all  dinners  I  Oh,  tfUt 
you  could  have  been  there.  We- had 
chowder,  roast  hen  and  lemon  pie.

A  story  which  at  first  bid  fair 
to  contain  considerable 
sau'onal  style  was  current  in  our 
village.

.  been  born  and  disappeared.  Mr. 
T.  immediately  took  the  case  in 
hand  and  called* upon  Mrs.  Eliza 
Prince ;  falter  some  questioning 
she  admitted  that  the  child  had 
been  born  and  Hint  John  Ewells 
had  buried  it  in  the  cemetery,  but 
as  their  were  some  doubts  as  tothc 
fairness  of  this  bu»inens  Messrs. 
Torrey  and  C.  A.  Litchfield  drove 
tj  Hanover  and  interviewed  Mr. 
Ewells,  who,  after  being  closely 
questioned,  acknowledged  having 
buried  the  child  in  the  garden 
bnck  of  his  house.  1  Ie  was  then 
ordered  to  proceed  w  ith  Deputy 
Torrey  and  disclose  the  place  of 
burial. 

On  arriving  at  the  spot  desig- 
nated the  gentlemen  were  sur- 
prised to  find  only  about  three 
inches  of  earth  above  the  body, 
su  ch  being  the  case  all  evidence 
going  to  show  that  the  child  was 
,  buried  in  haste  the  body  was  then 
.  delivered  into  Undertaker  Spar- 
rel's  liands  and  taken  to  his  own 
home  where  an  examination  was 
'afterward  held.  Mr.  Torrey  tell- 
phoned  from  Hanover  to  Dr. 
Gleasou  ol"  Rockland  who  with 
Dr.  Hrowncll  of  South  Scituate 
held  a  post-mortem  examination 
and  pronounced  that  the  child 
had  lived  a  short  time  and  all 
the  evidence  in  their  posession 
went  to  show  that  the  child  died 
from  neglect,  whether  of  a  crimi- 
nal sort  or  from  inability  on  the 
part  of  the  mother  through  phys- 
ical weakness  has  not  as  vet  been 
decided.
